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MAKING IT UNANIMOUS 
REPORT OF THE International Red 
Cross on the frustration it has experienced 
in trying to deal with the Communist au­ 
thorities in Korea follows a familiar pat­ 
tern. It is a favorite Communist tactic to 
accept all the advantage that is afforded 
by the civilized practices of others, but to 
yield nothing in return. That is akin to 
their use of American liberties in their ef­ 
forts to undermine these very freedoms. 
Patiently and persistently in the face of 
discouragement and rebuff, the Red Cross 
has sought unsuccessfully to gain admis­ 
sion to the Communist prisoner of war and 
internment camps in Korea, to check on 
conditions and minister to the comfort of 
the prisoners. 
Though they have not hesitated to cite 
the Geneva conventions and the findings of 
the Red Cross to bolster their charges of 
violations on the United Nations side, the 
C >mmunists have refused to abide by the 
conventions on their own part. They have 
accepted the reports supplied by the Red 
Cross on prisoners in UN hands and have 
refused to permit a reciprocal service. 
They have ignored all protests. 
The United Nations had a similar experi­ 
ence in its attem pts on behalf of the United 
Nations to facilitate the return to Greece 
of the thousands of children kidnaped and 
carried into exile during the guerilla w ar­ 
fare in postwar Greece. Its rewards for its 
efforts to perform humanitarian interna­ 
tional service has been villification a n d 
abuse from Communist sources. Its answer 
has been to try again. 
It now adds its testimony to that of nu­ 
merous other organizations and many indi­ 
viduals that in the Reds’ book rules are 
binding, but only on others. 


GOVERNMENT OF LAWS 
IT IS BECOMING increasingly doubtful 
that an “easy” way will be invoked—if one 
is possible—to get around the section of 
the criminal code which provides that gov­ 
ernm ent officials may not have financial 
dealings with companies in which 
t he y 
have a financial interest. 
This is a government of laws, not of men, 
and this cannot be lost sight of, regardless 
of how desirable Charles E. Wilson might 
be as Secretary of Defense. The principle 
of the law is sound and so long as Mr. Wil­ 
son retains his large General Motors stock 
holdings he ought not to be passing on con­ 
tracts made by the Defense Department 
with the company. 
Whether Mr. Wilson would be 
f a i r or 
otherwise in his dealings is not at issue. It 
is that the principle involved applies to gov­ 
ernment from top to bottom. Violation of 
that principle could not be condoned wheth­ 
er in city, county, state or national gov­ 
ernment. 


The persecution of citizens 
in Russia, 
East Germany, Hungary and other Soviet 
countries must force upon every person liv­ 
ing in this country, citizen or alien, t h e 
realization of a life without fear of the po­ 
lice power of government that is so char­ 
acteristic of our civilization. Of course, the 
person who, by his own choice, commits 
legal or moral crimes, faces the conse­ 
quences of his own decisions, here as any­ 
where else. But it is neither a legal nor mor­ 
al crime in America to be different from 
the generality, whereas in the Soviet coun­ 
tries, a norm is established by edict — a 
shifting, whimsical norm — from which 
even inadvertent deviation becomes a per­ 
sonal peril. No one is safe from the tyrant’s 
whims. 
Thus, the American standard of life in­ 
cludes not only material advantages, bu t 
the even greater spiritual values that come 
with freedom. The American actually lives 
in a classless society in the sense 
t h a t 
emergence, in any field, is open to any 
person with the capacity and will for 
achievement. 
Harry Truman came of what in Europe 
or Asia would be called small landowners, 
not far removed from the peasantry; yet 
he became President of the United States. 
Similarly, Dwight Eisenhower came out of 
the same economic and social level and he 
is President of the United States. 
Neither of them emerged from big cities, 
centers of culture and opportunity. Truman 
lived most of his life in a small town, Inde­ 
pendence, Missouri; similarly, Eisenhower 
spent his boyhood in Abilene, 
K a n s a s . 
Neither had extraordinary advantages be­ 
yond being a citizen of the United States. 
Eisenhower did get his schooling at West 
Point, to which are sent not the scions of 
an aristocracy nor the descendants of a 
military caste, but boys who can make the 
grade after being recommended by a m em ­ 
ber of Congress. 


I read somewhere that a columnist said 
that Eisenhower’s Cabinet ponsisted of mil­ 
lionaires and a plumber. Much ado is made 
of the large fortunes of C. E. Wilson and 
George Humphrey; yet both earned their 
way up from small-town middle class par­ 
ents who possessed no great fortunes. And 
both w^ere small-town boys, educated in 
our public schools, with no special advan­ 
tages. The only Cabinet officer whose in­ 
heritance is really notable is John Foster 
Dulles, but it was not a money inheritance 
—it was the distinction of having a grand­ 
father and uncle who were Secretaries of 
State. I rem em ber Herbert Brownell, Jr., 
the new Attorney General, soon after he 
came to New York from Nebraska to find 
his way in the big city as a lawyer. He was 
a farm boy in those days and had much to 
learn about the sidewalks and skyscrapers 
of the metropolis. He ran for the State Leg­ 
islature and another small-town boy, Tom 
Dewey, managed his campaign. 
In a word, this is no Cabinet of inherited 
wealth or inherited social position. From 
the President to the Secretary of Labor, 
there are men who saw the opportunities 
of American life and took full advantage of 
them.

Follow Kerosene Poisoning

WITH the cold w eather, many 
people will be using kerosene 
stoves for heating. This calls for 
extra care to make sure the stove 
is in good working condition be­ 
fore installing it, especially to see 
tha t it has no leaks. 
Makeshift cups and pans to 
catch kerosene from leaky stoves 
have too often led to poisoning 
for both children and adults. 
Kerosene Pneumonia 


Usu­ 
ally X-rays will detect Infection 
of the lungs. 
Penicillin is usually given to the 
patient to prevent pneumonia. If 
the case is very severe, oxygen 
may be necessary. 
Could Be Prevented 
This year, as every year, many 
children will be poisoned through 
the negligence of others—acci­ 
dents which could be prevented. 
Even though most children do get 
well, many of them are sick for 
Many cases are reported every months or years because of kero- 
year of kerosene pneum onia after sene poisoning. Anyone using 
a curious child has swallowed the kerosene for heating should re- 
fue*- 
i member this and keep the fuel 
Usually a child who swallows 
kerosene has a sudden attack of 
coughing, then begins to gag and 
actually strangle. Since kerosene 
does not evaporate very readily, 
it is very difficult to cough up 
once it is absorbed into the lungs. 
However, many of these children 
will vomit or cough up some of 
the kerosene. 
If the kerosene is absorbed into 
the system, it may cause drowsi­ 
ness, stupor, or even convulsions. 
It also has a poisonous effect on 
the brain. Usually there is a fever 
and the kidneys may even be in­ 
volved, with blood, albumin, and 
sugar in the urine. 
Treatm ent Given 
A person with kerosene poison­ 
ing should be put in the hospital 


out of a child’s reach, in a con­ 
tainer plainly marked “Kero­ 
sene.” And check your fuel sys­ 
tem for leakage before putting 
it into operation. 
Kerosene poisoning is not so 
very common, but Just the same, 
it is too frequent. For your child’s 
health, remember the ounce of 
prevention this winter. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. C.: I am 35 and the m other 
of five children.

Court Says Cafes

WASHINGTON UPi - The U. S. 
Court of Ap p eals, dividing 5 to 4, 
ruled Thursday that eating p laces 
in the nation's cap ital may refuse 
service to Negroes. 
The majority held that laws p ass­ 
ed by the legislative assembly in 
18 72 and 18 73 against 
racial dis­ 
crimination cannot be enforced for 
these major reasons: 
1. The 
anti-discrimination laws 
weren ’t valid in the first p lace. 
2. Since they were not enforced 
for ¡8 y ears, they can only be p ut 
into ex ecution now by legislative 
action.

TH IS LESSO N on the need for 
hum ility and a forg iving spirit is 
indeed a tim ely one. in the last 
20 y ears we have seen men rise 
from obscurity to g reat power. It 
is possible that they were humble 
men in the beg inning, but with 
g reat am bitions. 
W hen they g am ed power they 
ex ercised it as if they were om ni­ 
p ote n t-e v e n as God. They pre­ 
s u m e d to ex ercise the power of 
life and death over tiieir fellow 
creatures, persecuting and slaug h­ 
tering innocent millions. 
T h e y 
broug ht on a g reat war in which 
m illions more were killed—civil­ 
ians as well as soldiers, and many 
more were injured or made hom e­ 
less. 
W hat a difference It would have 
m ade if they had followed J esus* 
teaching , and used the power they 
g ained for good instead of evil!

Even the disciples, those clos­ 
est to our Lord, craved to be 
g reater than their fellows, and 
asked J esus, "Who is the g reat- 


So much for the "humble and 
contrite heart." 
Now about forg iving : It is sad 
but true that som e of our bitter­ 
est quarrels and least forg iving 
spirits often are those in church 
groups. We all profess to follow 
the sam e Lord and acknowledg e 
the sam e God, our Father. Let us 
all reread C hrist’s teaching on 
forg iveness. He said that if y our 
brother trespassed ag ainst y ou, 
y ou should g o to him and talk 
the m atter over. If y ou c o u l d 
m ake the other see w here his 
fault lay , y ou have "gained thy 
brother." 
If the offender could not be 
brought to see his fault, then w it­ 
nesses should be called to hear 
the dispute. If that did no good, 
the m atter should be brought to 
the church. Christ only mentioned 
His church twice during His m in­ 
istry . If the trespasser refused to 
listen to the church, the case w'as 
hopeless.

J esus taug ht, "For if y e forg ive 
m en their trespasses, y our heav­ 
enly F ather will also forg ive y ou." 
H ow can we ex pect forg iveness 
if we do not acknowledg e that we 
too have sinned, and f o r g i v e 
others, hum bly asking our hcav- 
cnly Father to forg ive us? 
Further J esus said, that "Whoso

that he w ere drowned in the depth 
of the sea." Children w ere beloved 
by our M aster. 


J esus 
further illustrated 
H is 
lesson by telling a parable of a 
m an w ho had 100 sheep, but one 
w ent astray and w as lost. Would 
not the man leave the 9 9 sheep 
and dilig ently seek the stray ed 
one until he found him ?

would he not rejoice more over 
Xhat one that m ig ht have been 
wjst forever, than over the 9 9 who 
had not straved?

J esus then told another parable 
about a man whose servant owed 
him an enorm ous sum of m oney — 
more than he could ever pay . The 
m aster told him to sell him self, 
his w ife and children, and all that 
he had, and pay him. 
The servant fell on his knees 
and beg g ed so hard that the m as­ 
ter w as overcom e w ith pity and 
forg ave the servant his debt. 
So w hat did this man do? D e­ 
vote him self to his m aster’s serv­ 
ice alw ay s, and show the com pas­ 
sion that had been g iven him to 
others? 
No, he w ent out, found 
a man W'ho owed him quite a 
paltry sum , and dem anded pay ­ 
ment. W hen the man beg g ed for 
tim e to m ake the pay m ent, the 
wicked servant threw him into 
prison. 
W hen fellow servants told the 
m aster w hat the man had done, 
he w as ju stly ang ry , and, calling 
the man to him, he called him 
wicked and delivered him to the 
torm entors until he should pay 
his g reat debt. 
* So likew ise shall M y heavenly 
F ather do also unto y ou, if y e 
from y our h e a r t s forg ive not 
every one his brother their tres 
passes."

Now it 
requ ires sk ill,” said Larry B e s t, 
Pick away Cou nty extension agent, 
in his talk du ring a meeting of Cir­ 
cleville Rotary Clu b Thu rsday in 
Elk 's home. 
In elaborating on his theme, 
“ Economics in 1953,” Hest said 
only sk illfu l operators will be 
prou d of their achievements in 
1953. 
He said the 
average farm 
in 
Pick away Cou nty consists of 
184 
acres, and the average gross in 
come on that farm wou ld be a little 
over $ 10,000. However. 02 percent 
of that gross income goes into pro­ 
du ction costs, leaving only 38 per­ 
cent nm profit. 
He continu ed that, in the coming 
year, farmers will be slow in con­ 
tracting new indebtedness, m e r e 
carefu l in bu ying and more home 
gardens will appear to help offset 
food costs.

BEST SAID the ou tlook on de­ 
mand for dairy produ cts is and will 
continu e to be strong, however, the 
boom is over on beef cattle 
ac­ 
cording to the forecasts. He added 
hog prices are anticipated to re 
main u p 
Best said statistics show activity 
in indu strial expansion is great and 
will continu e so u ntil 1955. He add­ 
ed employment is u p, and income 
ana popu lation are increasing, cre­ 
ating a greater demand for higher- 
priced food articles. 
He said that to meet these de­ 
mands the farmer has increased 
the valu e of produ ction per acre 
and is u sing more farm machinery 
to increase his ou tpu t. 
However the farmer is not able 
to o btain as mu ch hired help as 
is necessary in many cases. 
So far as food prices are concern­ 
ed, Best said, transportation, labor 
costs and other costs are the fac­ 
tors mak ing food so high. For each 
dollar extra in the price of food 
at the mark ets, the farmer only re­ 
ceives 25 cents. 
As an example he said farmers 
are receiving slightly less this year 
for their beef cattie, bu t prices for 
meat in retail stores remain the 
same 
He continu ed that from 1920 to 
1940 the farmers were at a price 
disadvantage, and only in recent 
years has the farmer had the 
chance to get ahead, repair h i s 
fences, fix his barns and oiler his 
family a little more.

CAMBRIDGE, Mas*. (JB-A will 
of-the-wisp chemical element that 
exists for less than a millionth of 
a second is aiding atomic research.

“ mesonium.” 
Man 
can 
cause it to form in the laboratory. 
Dr. Enrico Fermi of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago said it is science s 
newest yardstick for measuring the 
size of the nucleus, the basic core 
of the atom, and may well become 
the most accurate means of taking 
such a measurement. 
The m easurement of the nuclei 
of all kinds of atoms is of funda­ 
mental importance in science s con­ 
tinuing quest to learn more about 
the innermost secrets of atoms, 
secrets whose solution might aid in 
the further development of atomic 
energy.

• • 
DR. FERMI, one of the world’s 
pioneer atomic researchers, said 
he himself is not working on me­ 
sonium, but declared the subject is 
of prim e interest to aU physicists. 
Fermi said mesonium is produced 
in a lab this way: 
Atomic “ rays” issuing from 
a 
machine 
known 
as 
a 
cyclotron 
strike a target material. Various 
particles 
are released from the 
atoms 
of 
the 
target 
material. 
Among them are particles known 
as “ mesons” which are believed 
to be a kind of “ glue” that ordi­ 
narily holds the various parts of 
the nucleus of an atom together. 
A released meson can then be 
absorbed by any m aterial, such 
as lead, iruti or carbon, which is 
placed nearby. 
Such a material is thereby con­ 
verted into an 
entirely 
different 
element—mesonium — but it re ­ 
mains in that state for less than a 
millonth of a second, 
sometimes 
for as little as one hundred mil­ 
lionth of a second. 
Meanwhile, however, sensitive in­ 
struments can pick up X rays given 
off by

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MAKING IT UNANIMOUS 
REPORT OF THE International Red 
Cross on the frustration it has experienced 
in trying to deal with the Communist au­ 
thorities in Korea follows a familiar pat­ 
tern. It is a favorite Communist tactic to 
accept all the advantage that is afforded 
by the civilized practices of others, but to 
yield nothing in return. That is akin to 
their use of American liberties in their ef­ 
forts to undermine these very freedoms. 
Patiently and persistently in the face of 
discouragement and rebuff, the Red Cross 
has sought unsuccessfully to gain admii- 
sion to the Communist prisoner of war and 
internment camps in Korea, to check on 
conditions and minister to the comfort of 
the prisoners. 
Though they have not hesitated to cite 
the Geneva conventions and the findings of 
the Red Cross to bolster their charges of 
violations on the United Nations side, the 
Communists have refused to abide by the 
conventions on their own part. They have 
accepted the reports supplied by the Red 
Cross on prisoners in UN hands and have 
refused to permit a reciprocal service. 
They have ignored all protests. 
The United Nations had a similar experi­ 
ence in its attempts on behalf of the United 
Nations to facilitate the return to Greece 
of the thousands of children kidnaped and 
carried into exile during the guerilla war­ 
fare in postwar Greece. Its rewards for its 
efforts to perform humanitarian interna­ 
tional service has been villification a n d 
abuse from Communist sources. Its answer 
has been to try again. 
It now adds its testimony to that of nu­ 
merous other organizations and many indi­ 
viduals that in the Reds’ book rules are 
binding, but only on others. 


GOVERNMENT OF LAWS 
IT IS BECOMING increasingly doubtful 
that an “easy” way will be invoked—if one 
is possible—to get around the section of 
the criminal code which provides that gov­ 
ernment officials may not have financial 
dealings with companies in which t h e y 
have a financial interest. 
This is a government of laws, not of men, 
and this cannot be lost sight of. regardless 
of how desirable Charles E. Wilson might 
be as Secretary of Defense. The principle 
of the law is sound and so long as Mr. Wil­ 
son retains his large General Motors stock 
holdings he ought not to be passing on con­ 
tracts made by the Defense Department 
with the company. 
Whether Mr. Wilson would be f a i r or 
otherwise in his dealings is not at issue. It 
is that the principle involved applies to gov­ 
ernment from top to bottom. Violation of 
that principle could not be condoned wheth­ 
er in city, county, state or national gov­ 
ernment. 


O o o rg o E. B oko la k y ’* 
These Days 


The persecution of citizens in Russia, 
East Germany, Hungary and other Soviet 
countries must force upon every person liv­ 
ing in this country, citizen or alien, t h e 
realization of a life without fear of the po­ 
lice power of government that is so char­ 
acteristic of our civilization. Of course, the 
person who, by his own choice, commits 
legal or moral crimes, faces the conse­ 
quences of his own decisions, here as any­ 
where else. But it is neither a legal nor mor­ 
al crime in America to be different from 
the generality, whereas in the Soviet coun­ 
tries, a norm is established by edict — a 
shifting, whimsical norm — from which 
even inadvertent deviation becomes a per­ 
sonal peril. No one is safe from the tyrant’s 
whims. 
Thus, the American standard of life in­ 
cludes not only material advantages, b u t 
the even greater spiritual values that come 
with freedom. The American actually lives 
in a classless society in the sense t h a t 
emergence, in any field, is open to any 
person with the capacity and will for 
achievement. 
Harry Truman came of what in Europe 
or Asia would be called small landowners, 
not far removed from the peasantry; yet 
he became President of the United States. 
Similarly, Dwight Eisenhower came out of 
the same economic and social level and he 
is President of the United States. 
Neither of them emerged from big cities, 
centers of culture and opportunity. Truman 
lived most of his life in a small town. Inde­ 
pendence, Missouri; similarly, Eisenhower 
spent his boyhood in Abilene, K a n s a s . 
Neither had extraordinary advantages be­ 
yond being a citizen of the United States. 
Eisenhower did get his schooling at West 
Point, to which are sent not the scions of 
an aristocracy nor the descendants of a 
military caste, but boys who can make the 
grade after being recommended by a mem­ 
ber of Congress. 
I read somewhere that a columnist said 
that Eisenhower’s Cabinet ponsisted of mil­ 
lionaires and a plumber. Much ado is made 
of the large fortunes of C. E. Wilson and 
George Humphrey; yet both earned their 
way up from small-town middle class par­ 
ents who possessed no great fortunes. And 
both were small-town boys, educated in 
our public schools, with no special advan­ 
tages. The only Cabinet officer whose in­ 
heritance is really notable is John Foster 
Dulles, but it was not a money inheritance 
—it was the distinction of having a grand­ 
father and uncle who were Secretaries of 
State. I remember Herbert Brownell, Jr., 
the new Attorney General, soon after he 
came to New York from Nebraska to find 
his way in the big city as a lawyer. He was 
a farm boy in those days and had much to 
learn about the sidewalks and skyscrapers 
of the metropolis. He ran for the State Leg­ 
islature and another small-town boy, Tom 
Dewey, managed his campaign. 
In a word, this is no Cabinet of inherited 
wealth or inherited social position. From 
the President to the Secretary of Labor, 
there are men who saw the opportunities 
of American life and took full advantage of 
them.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Attack of Pneumonia M ay 
Follow Kerosene Poisoning

) 
WITH the cold weather, many 
people will be using kerosene 
stoves for heating. This calls for 
extra care to make sure the stove 
is In good working condition be­ 
fore Installing it, especially to see 
th at It has no leaks. 
Makeshift cups and pans to 
catch kerosene from leaky stoves 
have too often led to poisoning 
for both children and adults. 


Kerosene Pneumonia 
Many cases are reported every 
year of kerosene pneumonia after 
a curious child has swallowed the 
fuel. 
Usually a child who swallows 
kerosene has a sudden attack of 
coughing, then begins to gag and 
actually strangle. Since kerosene 
does not evaporate very readily, 
it is very difficult to cough up 
once It Is absorbed Into the lungs. 
However, many of these children 
will vomit or cough up some of 
the kerosene. 
If the kerosene is absorbed into 
the system, it may cause drowsi­ 
ness. stupor, or even convulsions. 
It also has a poisonous effect on 
the brain. Usually there is a fever 
and the kidneys may even be in­ 
volved. with blood, albumin, and 
sugar in the urine. 
Treatment Given 
A person with kerosene poison­ 
ing should be put in the hospital 
immediately. There his stomach 
will be washed out with a stom­ 
ach pump, and he will be given 
strong enemas and laxatives. 
He will also be carefully watched 
for any signs of pneumonia which 
can develop four to five days after 


taking kerosene by accident. Usu­ 
ally X-rays will detect infection 
of the lungs. 
Penicillin is usually given to the 
patient to prevent pneumonia. If 
the case is very severe, oxygen 
may be necessary. 
Could Be Prevented 
This year, as every year, many 
children will be poisoned through 
the negligence of others—acci­ 
dents which could be prevented. 
Even though most children do get 
well, many of them are sick for 
months or years because of kero­ 
sene poisoning. Anyone 
using 
kerosene for heating should re­ 
member this and keep the fuel 
out of a child’s reach, In a con­ 
tainer plainly marked "Kero­ 
sene.” And check your fuel sys­ 
tem for leakage before putting 
it into operation. 
Kerosene poisoning is not so 
very common, but Just the same, 
, it is too frequent. For your child’s 
health, remember the ounce of 
I prevention this winter. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. C.: I am 35 and the mother 
of five children. I nave had a 
constant pain and pressure in the 
upper part of my stomach for 
the past three years. An X-ray 
examination showed I have small 
stones in my gallbladder. Should 
the gallbladder be removed? 
Answer: It probably would be 
advisable for you to have surgery 
for the removal of your gallblad­ 
der. It will probably relieve all 
your symptoms. Once stones have 
formed, surgery is the only cure 
for them. Your own physician’s 
advice should be followed in this 
matter.

WASHINGTON * — Charles E 
Wilson’s stock in General Motors, 
and his reluctance to part with it, 
ha* caused President Eisenhower’s

have walked into the situation he 
did is a story both strange and so 
far unrevealed.

Eisenhower 
asked Wilson to give up the presi­ 
dency of GM to become secretary 
of defense He did. But he couldn’t 
become secretary unless the Sen 
at* approved. 


The Senate balked when Wilson 
balked at giving up his GM stock. 
t*x» Hi* decision last night to sell 
the stock moved him closer to Sen­ 
ate approval. 
Giving up the GM 
presidency 
will cost Wilson about $600,000 a 
year. Selling the stock — he has 
39.000 share* worth an estimated 
2’ 2 million dollars— will cost him 
additionally, he is reported to have 
said, about $600,000 in taxes. 
Wilson’s knowledge of industry 
and running a big organization like 
GM was probably the main reason 
Eisenhower wanted him to head a 
big orgnization like the Defense 
Depart rnent. 
But GM does business with the 
government on a huge scale: 
It 
has more defense contracts than 
ary other firm 
And there is a 
federal law forbidding government 
ofticial* to deal with a company in 
which they have even an indirect 
financial interest. 
This law, in the opinion of some 
and perhaps most senators, would 
stand in their way of approval foi 
Wilson as head of the Defense De­ 
partment. which deals with GM, 
*o long as he retained his GM 
stock.

TH IS LESSON on the need for 
humility and a forgiving spirit is 
indeed a timely one. In the last 
20 years we have seen men rise 
from obscurity to great power. It 
it possible that they were humble 
men in the beginning, but with 
great ambitions. 
When they gamed power they 
exercised it as if they w ere omni­ 
potent—even as God. They pre­ 
s u m e d to exercise the power of 
life and death over their fellow 
creatures, persecuting and slaugh­ 
tering innocent millions. T h e y 
brought on a great w ar in which 
millions more were killed—civil­ 
ians as well as soldiers, and many 
more were injured or made home­ 
less. 
W hat a difference it would ha\e 
made if they had followed Jesus' 
teaching, and used the power they 
gained for good instead of evil!
